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1 . SUMMARY: USLO'S INFORMATIONAL ACTIVITIES CONTINUE 

TO EXPAND. WE FEEL THAT THERE HAS BEEN TACIT ACCEPTANCE 
OF OUR TEFL MATERIALS PROGRAM. PRC OFFICIALS WILL 
PROBABLY TOLERATE A MODEST AND GRADUL AEXPANSION OF 
USLO'S ROLE IN PROVIDING FILMS, VTRS AND OTHER MATERIALS 
TO CHINESE INSTITUTIONS. LOOKING AHEAD, WE FEEL THAT 
OUR INFORMATIONAL ACTIVITIES SHOULD CONTINUE TO BE LOW- 
KEYED BUT WE SHOULD BE READY TO EXPLORE NEW OPPORTUNITIES 
FOR INFORMATION EXCHANGE. END SUMMARY. 

2. IN THE PAST YEAR, USLO HAS BEEN ABLE TO TAKE A SMALL 
BUT SIGNIFICANT STEP FORWARD IN PROVIDIN ENGLISH 
LANGUAGE TEACHING (TEFL) MATERIALS, VTRS, FILMS AND 
OTHER MATERIALS ABOUT THE UNITED STATES TO PRC 
INSTITUTIONS. DISTRIBUTED PRIMARILY THROUGH THIRD 
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COUNTRY ENGLISH LANGUAGE TEACHERS, THESE MATERIALS 
ARE BEING USED IN THE CLASSROOM WITH THE IMPLICIT AND 
SOMETIMES EXPLICIT APPROVAL OF PRC OFFICIALS. IN ONE 
RECENT CASE, A FOREIGN EXPERT WAS EVEN ENCOUAGED TO 
OBTAIN "NEW AND EXCITING" MATERIALS WITH THE IMPLICA- 
TION THAT THE TEACHER SHOULD APPROACH USLO. WE ARE 
PROVIDING ENGLISH LANGUAGE TEACHING MATERIALS TO OVER 
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FIFTEEN FOREIGN TEACHERS AT PRC INSTITUTIONS AND THE 
LIST IS GROWING LONGER EACH MONTH. WE FEEL THAT THE 
TEFL MATERIALS PROGRAM HAS BEEN HIGHLY SUCCESSFUL, HAS 
GIVEN USLO UNIQUE ACCESS TO ANOTHER SIDE OF PRC SOCIETY 
AND HAS CONTRIBUTED TO A MORE FAVORABLE IMPRESSION OF 
THE UNITED STATES. IN THE NEXT FEW MONTHS, WE EXPECT 
THAT BOOK ORDERING WILL BE IMPROVED AND A MODEST SUPPLY 
OF MATERIALS WILL BE MADE AVAILABLE FOR STORAGE AT USLO. 

3. IN THE PAST SIX MONTHS, WE HAVE STARTED TO LEND 
OUT ICA PRODUCED FILMS (FROM THE "VISION" AND THE 
"SCIENCE REPORT" SERIES). OUR TEACHING CONTACTS ARE 
ENTHISIASTIC AND PRC EDUCATORS ARE ASKING FOR MORE. 

WE HAVE EVEN HAD SEVERAL REQUESTS FO 35MM FILMS. 

WE HOPE THAT USLO WILL BE ABLE TO ESTABLISH A 16MM 
FILM LIBRARY SHORTY AND BEGIN TO SUPPLY FILMS TO THESE 
INSTITUTIONS ON A REGULAR BASIS. IN ADDITION, WE FEEL 
THAT THE 16MM FORMAT IS THE MOST APPROPRIATE FOR 
RECORDED TEACHING MATERIALS. WE HAVE LENT ONE VTR 
MACHINE TO THE LANGUAGE INSTITUTES. IT HAS ALREADY 
BEEN USED EXTENSIVELY BY CLASSED AT THE PEKING 
LANGUAGES INSTITUTE AND THE BROADCAST INSTITUTE 

THE "LETS LEARN ENGLISH SERIES, ALISTAIR COOKE'S 
SERIES ON THE UNITED STATES AND OTHER VTRS ON THE 
UNITED STATES HAVE BEEN SEEN BY CHINESE AUDIENCES. WE 
THINK THAT WE SHOULD CONTINUE TO MAKE VTR MACHINES AND 
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VTRS AVAILABLE TO THESE INSTITUTES BUT WOULD PREFER 
TO PUT MOST OF OUR RESOURCES INTO 16MM FILMS. FILMS 
WILL REACH A WIDER AUDIENCE SINCE ALMOST ALL SCHOOLS 
AND INSTITUTES HAVE 16MM EQUIPMENT. IN ADDITION, 

VTR MACHINES ARE PRONE TO BREAKDOWNS AND SEVERAL PRC 
TEACHERS HAVE TOLD THE EXPERTS THAT THEY ARE CONCERNED 
THAT THE USLO MACHINE MIGHT BE STOLEN. 

4. WE HAVE ALDO HAD A MODEST BEGINNING IN SCREENING 
35 MM FILMS AT THE PRC'S INTERNATIONAL CLUB. THIS 
SPRING, THE CLUB APPROVED "ROCKY" AND "STAR WARS". 

BOTH FILMS WERE WELL ATTENDED BY PRC OFFICIALS AND 
PEKING-BASED DIPLOMATS. CLUB OFFICIALS HAVE ASKED 
USLO FOR MORE FILMS. WE REALIZE THAT 35MM FILMS ARE 
DIFFICULT TO OBTAIN BUT AN INCREASED SUPPLY OF 35 MM 
FILMS WOULD BE VERY BENEFICIAL TO USLO'S RELATIONSHIP 
WITH DIPLOMATS AND PRC OFFICIALS. 

5. WE ARE ALSO SUPPLYING VTRS OF SIGNIFICANT CARTER 
ADMINISTRATION POLICY STATEMENTS TO THE U AFFAIRS 
DIVISION IN THE MINISTRY OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS. MFA 
OFFICIALS CONTINUE TO EXPRESS APPRECIATION FOR THE 
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TAPES AND HAVE ASKED THAT THE PROGRAM BE CONTINUED. 
WE HAVE ALSO STARTED DISTRIBUTING TO THE 
MFA, NCNA AND THE CPIFA SIMPLIFIED CHARACTER TRANS- 
LATIONS OF ADMINISTRATION SPEECHES PROVIDED BY ICA 
HONG KONG. WE HAVE HAD NO FEEDBACK ON THIS YET BUT WE 
THINK THAT THIS WILL ALSO BE WELT RECEIVED. 

6. AS PRC BECOMES MORE RECEPTIVE TO FOREIGN LITERATURE, 
THE OPPORTUNITIES FOR DISTRIBUTION OF SIMPLIFIED 
CHARACTER BOOKS ARE EXPANDING. WE ARE DISTRIBUTING 
TITLES TO OUR TEACHING CONTACTS AND TO PRC OFFICIALS 
ON A REGULAR BASIS. NEW TITLES SHOULD BE WELL RECEIVED. 

7. NEXT FALL, WE WILL EXHIBIT THE USICA PROVIDED 
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DISPLAYSON EDUCATION TECHNOLOGY AND AGRICULTURE. UN- 
FORTUNATELY, SUCH DISPLAYS CANNOT BE OPENED TO THE 
GENERAL PUBLIC, THUS LIMITING THEIR EFFECTIVENESS. 

WE CAN HOWEVER, INVITE SELECTED PRC OFFICIALS, FOREIGN 
EXPERTS AND OTHERS INTERESTED IN EDUCATION TECHNOLOGY 
AND AGRICLUTRE TO RECEPTIONS TO INTRODUCE THE DIS- 
PLAYS. THE DISPLAY FORMAT IS LARGELY UNTESTED AND 
WE PREFER TO SEE HOW THE FIRST TWO ARE RECEIVED BEFORE 
COMMITTING ADDITIONAL RESOURCES. 

8. OUTLOOK. WE FEEL THAT USLO HAS MADE AVERY MODEST 
BEGINNING IN THE INFORMATION AREA, APPARENTLY WITH THE 
TACIT APPROVAL OF PRC OFFICIALS. THE BOOK PROGRAM HAS 
BEEN FIRMLY ESTABLISHED AND THE FILM PROGRAM IS ALSO 
PROMISING. BARRING AN UNEXPECTED CHANGE IN THE 
POLITICAL CLIMATE, USLO'S INFORMATIONAL ROLE WILL MORE 
THAN LIKELY EXPAND IN THE NEXT YEAR. NEVERTHELESS, THE 
TACIT APPROVAL OF OUR ACTIVITIES BY PRC OFFICIALS 
PROBABLY HAS ITS BOUNDS. A SUDDEN INCREASE IN OUR 
ACTIVITIES WOULD NOT GO UNNOTICED AND MIGHT 
PROVOKE A NEGATIVE OFFICIAL REACTION. WE THEREFORE 
FEEL THAT WE SHOULD TAKE ADVANTAGE OF EVERY OPPOR 
TUNITY TO EXPAND OUR INFORMATIONAL ACTIVITIES BUT 
EXPANSION SHOULD BE GRADUAL AND VERY MODEST.
